"In imposing this qualifi 
cation that the exemption 
does not apply to any per­ 
son named therein owning 
property of the value of 
$500 or more, the Constitu­ 
tion does not distinguish be­ 
tween realty or personality, 
or between tax exempt and 
other property.

"In determining entitle­ 
ment to any of such exemp­ 
tions in connection with the 
$5000 property limitation, 
the test was said to be the 
value of all property, wheth­ 
er taxable or not (see Ops. 
Cal. Atty. Gen. 8059( May 
11, 1932; State Board of 
Equilization's Assessor's 
Handbook Memo. 261-13, 
dated Sept. 1, 1955).
